Newark Appealed to for Help but Could Render None

Johnstown, O., June 7.—Ac-cording to 


thp best figures obtainable at a late 
hour ,ttus afternoon, this morning's 
terriilc fire in this Licking county vil- 
lage caused a loss of $96,500, which is 
protected by insurance amounting to 
?60,OCO. 


The fire, which started about mid- 


right, was under control by five o'clock 
arid was controlled in a peculiar-way.

Johnstown, O., June 7.—The village 


of Johnstown was visited this morning 
with the most disastrous fire in its his- 
tory. 


Fire was discovered shortly 
after 


midnight this morning by Samuel 
Sherman, a -barber, in the hardware 
store of M, Harding & Son, on Main 
street. The entire district of one side 
of Main street, from Depot street to 
Coshocton street, and a portion of 
Coshocton street, is 
in ashes, only 


two brick walls having been left stand- 
ing. After the fire started it spread in 
b->th directions. 


There was no v;ay to ught tho fire 


and the buildings were absolutely 
at 


the mercy of the flames. The Johns- 
town water works system ib in course 
of construction and has not yet 
been 


opened for operation. The mains have 
been laid iii the streets, but the pump- 
ing station has not yet been completed. 


Chief Bausch, of the Newark fire de- 


partment, was telephoned to for aid, 


but when he learned the circumstances, 
he saw at once that the assistance of 
the Newark fire fighters and equip- 
ment would be of no use to the strick- 
en town. "Withou;; water pressure the 
Newark department could have done 
nothing. 


Two years ago the 24th of May the 


other side of Main street was burned 
from Depot street to Coshccton street, 
and that part of the city has; been en- 
tirely rebuilt since that time. 
There 


is not now a single house standing on 
this portion of Main street that wag 
there two years ago.

At the end of the first decade th

At the second meeting, ten year

There 
had been a financial panic winch he 
had weathered successfully, and. hav 
iug the means to buy things that were 
cheap, he had been able to reap the 
benefit of the rise—in short, he wa 
getting rich.

Pineapple Sonfflc In Shell. 


When pineapples are in their prime 


there is no more delicious dessert to 
serve at a social luncheon than one 
made after the following recipe: Select 
a pineapple from the crown of which 
the spines can be easily plucked, then 
you may be sure the fruit is ripe; scrub 
the fruit with a vegetable brush in 
cold water to remove all dust; wipe 
dry. then cut the crown end a little 
more than a quarter of the length of 
the fruit. 
With a sharp silver spoon 


scoop out the pulp, leaving the shell 
unbroken, and set o* ice until ready to 
serve: chop the pulp fine and add two 
cups of fine siisar; let stand one-half 
hour, then press through a sieve, only 
using that which goes easily through; 
add one lemon: partially freeze one 
quart of cream, add the pineapple mix- 
ture and finish freezing, adding more 
sugar if needed. Place the shell on a 
cold plate, surround with spines and 
heap full with the souffle.

A Crnel diatom That Still Llvea !• 


Parts of Europe and Aflm. 


In certain localities in Europe anc 


Asia the people still adhere to the ex 
ceedingly curious custom of saltin, 
newborn babies, notwithstanding it 
cruelty and danger. The method va 
ries with the differing nationalities o 
the people using it 


The Armenians of Russia cover th 


entire skin of the infant with a ver; 
flue salt, taking great care that the sal 
reaches all the spaces between the fin 
gers and toes and the depressions in 
the body, such as the armpits and the 
hollows under the knee<s. for not a spo 
of the surface of the child must remain 
untouched by the salt. The salt is lef 
on the baby for • three hours or mon 
and then washed off with warm water 


A mountain tribe of Asia Minor is 


even more merciless than the Arine 
mans. They keep their newborn ba 
bies covered with salt for twenty-fou 
hours. 
The modern Greeks sprinkle 


their babies with salt, and even in 
some parts of Germany salt is stii 
used on a child at birth, but in a much 
more humane manner, by rubbing a 
little behind the ears or by1 placing a 
pinch of salt on the tongue or by filling 
a little paper with salt and placing i 
under the garment. The mothers im 
agine that this will give their children 
health and strength and keep the evil 
spirits away from them. 


This custom, when carried to excess, 


is cruel, the salt inflaming the skin 
and sometimes causing such intolera- 
ble tortures that the child dies in con- 
vulsions, but the ignorant and super- 
stitious mother, believing that the salt- 
ing process hardens the child, that 
without it the babe could not grow up 
into a healthy man or woman, hardens 
her heart to its cruelties.

Company has been small or nothing 
although operated with the greatest 
economy—^et the citizens, two years 
ago, at a duly held election, decided 
that the city should be the owner of 
its water plant. With that decision 
this Company has no quarrel 
and 


makes no complaint of it. The city 
has so decided as it had a right to do. 
and it is not for the purpose ot criti- 
cising or censuring or complaining of 
that action, that this communication 
is addressed to the Council. The ob- 
ject is wholly a different one. This 
Company is bound to acquiesce in the 
decision of the people on Uie question, 
but the company feels that it has here 
a valuable and den'ratle 
property.

HISTORY 


Of the Trouble That Has Caused So 


Much Bloodshed In 


Coloradd 


Denver, Colo., June 7.—The bat We 


which has been waged between the 
striking union miners in Colorado on 
one side, and the nonunion men and 
mine owners, together with the 'mili- 
tary authorities, on the other, broke 
out afresh yesterday, and the itory 
of civil war in Colorado is again wric- 
ten in the red of human blood. 


As stated in The Advocate's dis- 


patch of yesterday an 
infernal ma- 


chine was exploded under the depot 
platform at Independence, and twelve 
nonunion miners, waiting for their ap- 
proaching train, were blown to pieces 
and seven of their companions serious- 
ly injured. 


The infernal machine consisted of a 


quantity of dynamite, exploded by 
means of a revolver, •which was dis- 
charged by a wire. The wire extended 
several hundred feet up the track. 


Following this mass meetings •were 


held in Victor, a nearby town, where 
many of the nonunion men who met 
death by the infernal machine made 
their homes.j 


" The first of these meetings .address- 
ed by mire owners and union men, 
broke up in a row, which terminated in 
a riot One man, an innocent bystander 
was killed, and five others wounded. 


Later a squad of soldiers was or- 


dered out to quell the disturbances. 
When the uniformed militiamen swung 
into Fourth street, they were fired oil 
from windows and housetops. They 
returned the fire from their rifles, and 
raced on doable quick TO a point near 
the Miners' Union Hall. Shots were 
fired from the hall windows at the 
soldiers, who charged the hall, and 
after a fusillade captured it and dis- 
pelled the crowd. 


A number were killed and wounded. 


None of the militiamen, however, were 
harmed. 


A number of prominent labor lead- 


ers and union strikers have been ar- 
rested by the military authorities^ and 
are being held prisoners. 


The cause of the great 
miners' 


strikes which have been taxing Colo- 
rado to her utmost capacity for over 
a year, was primarily the failure of 
the legislature to pass an eight-hour 
law. The thirteenth legislature passed 
an eight-hour law, which was pro- 
nounced unconstitutional by the state 
supreme court. The election for the 
succeeding assembly was conducted 
wholly on this issue—Democrats, llc- 
publicans and Populists 
pledging 


themselves to pass an eight hour law 
—buti from the first week the fate of 
the measure was sealed. 
It is said 


that a large corruption fund was con- 
tributed by the smelting combine anci 
mining corporations, but the corpora- 
tions insist that they did not interest 
themselves in the result and did not 
contribute a cent. . This was the be- 
ginning of the 
Colorado 
strike 


troubles. 


The first indication of 
serious 


trouble came when the employes of 
ihe Sun and Moon Mine, in Clear 
Creek county, went out on a s>trike 
and declared they would cot go bad. 
until they wci^ conceded eight honrs 
a day at the stipulated price of ten. 
Several days later an explosion took 
place which wrecked the entire trans- 
formation plant of the company and 
terrorized the few men wno remained. 


It ^as generally said the explosion 


was the result of machinations of the 
federation men, and in a search which 
ensued the regains of a union man 
were discovered in the vicinity. He 
was known to have lived in the Iwnso 
with a number of the .strike leaders. 


Without formality the suspects \vorf 


ordered to leave town. Then the, last, 
vestige of law and order was wiped 
out and martial law was declared byi 


Govenor Peabody. From this time on 
one after another of the mines all over 
Colorado were closed, the men going 
out on strike and the mine owners, 
backed by the governor and the mil- 
itia, trying to preserve order. 
All 


laws have been disregarded, many peo- 
ple killed and injured, and the state 
of Colorado put into debt to the ex- 
tent of over $1,000,000.
